REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL 
COMMITTRE, 


It is now 14 years since your Committee has taken part in the 
examination of your Teachers and your Schools. - It is with great 
pleasure that he is able to say, that there is manifest improvement 
in our schools in many respects. The teachers presenting themselves 
for examination are better qualified in their literary attainments, and 
hence it is seldom necessary to withhold recommendation from an 
applicant. This fact we attribute, in part, to the influence of our 
Teachers’ Institutes. The length of the schools.compares favorably 

with what it was 12 or 14 years ago. 

- In 1846 the average length of Schools was 9 weeks in Summer ; 
6 1-8 weeks in Winter. In 1859 10 2-3 weeks in Summer ; 125-6 
weeks in Winter. 

The money appropriated for schools in those years corresponds to 
their length, though the wages of the teachers have much increased.

In 1846 there had not been such a thing as a new school-house 
heard of in this town for a quarter of a century, and in District No. 
7 such a thing had never been known. ‘The whole value of school- 
houses then, may be estimated at 6 or 700 dollars. In 1859 this 
property may be valued more than $5000, at least. The following 
sums have been raised and expended in 5 districts :

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There was once a small School Fund given to the town, in land, 
by Mr. James Wilson. By some means, in the oversight of our 
schools, it was disposed of, in 1833. Since that time, there has been 
no fund until the year 1853, when Samuel W. Simpson, Esq. gave 
his own district, No. 2, $1000 dollars for this purpose, and offers to 
every other digtrivt 8500, on condition they raise the other $500, 
and erect anew school-house in case it is then needed. Districts 
No. 4 and 6 have accepted the offer, and we now have in those dis- 
tricts a fund of $1000 each. In 1846, seldom or never did the par- - 
ents or friends visit the schools, except in district No. 1, where it 
was the custom of some to visit the closing examination. Last year 
the number of visits recorded was 942 ; far above the average in the 
State ; and in the previous year it was ‘the largest number in the 
county. In the year first mentioned, we have the progress of the 
studies recorded in the Winter school of district No. 6 6, by Mr. W. 
B. Shute :

1st Term. Progress was made in Adam’s Arithmetic to Com- 
pound Numbers ; Ist class in Colburns,, through the book ;-in the 
2d class, 65 pages ; In Colton & Fitch’s Geography, to Asia ; in 
Parley’s, History, to New Ycrk ; the classes in Reading, Grammar, 
and Writing, were fair. The order of the school and its general 
appearance were creditable to the teachcr and scholars. 

2d Term. Progress was made in Colton & Fitch’s Geography 
through the book ; in Mitchell's small Geography, nearly through ; 
in Greenleaf’s and Adams’ Arithmetics, to Proportion ; Ist class 
in Colburn’s Arithmetic, 130 pages ; 2d class, 53 pages ; Reading, 
and the class in Grammar, were creditable. There was some noise 
in the school, but the improvement of the scholars was clearly man- 
ifest.- A very unhappy occurrence took place near the close of the 
school, and the only instance the kind yet known to your Commit- 
tee. A scholar undertook to regist the teacher, and assaulted him. 
Other scholars evinced sympathy, and were charged with conni- 
vance. How much ground there was for the charge, does not ap- 
pear. It is to be hoped that there was no premeditation at all.— 
Such a thing injures the school, and the reputation of the teacher, 
and the parents aud neighborhood ; but neither of them suffer so 
much as the scholar himself. There may be a fault in those who 
have trained the youth, but there must be fault in him; there is 
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presumptive injury to them, but certain injury to him. Ifa young 
man consults his own honor and interests, he will avoid having 
trouble with his teacher. However, the public wish to look upon 
such a mistake as mildly as possible, and are ready to forgive inex- 
perienced excitement, if there is reformation, though a repetition 
could not be regarded with indulgence.
